In a free government political partle 


will always exist, and it is right tha 
thsy should exist. They are the medi 
urns by which the will of th« popular 
majority is made effective in politics. 
This does not 
necessarily 
involve 


partisanship, which means that the 
party is something sacred; something 
infallible, which must be maintained 
at all hazards, instead of a means to 
an end, and something which may be 
properly abandoned whenever it oeasss 
to serve the purpose for which it was 
intended. 
But a party should be 


railed by tbe majority of its members, 
instead of by bosses aad cliques, who 
can and will make it serve the interest 
of the few instead of the many, if the 
members in their blind devotion to the 
party name support the party tieket 
regardless of the fact that the candi- 
dates stand for no principle, and are 
not of such characters as entitle them 
to support. Political parties are all 
right, but it is the spirit of partisanship 
that places party above principle, with 
which intelligent and patriotic citizens 
should take issue. It is no reason be- 
cause a party is right upsn a great 
national question that its State, oennty 
or municipal tickets, rnn under the 
same name, are worthy of 
support 


by the man who endorse the principles 
get forth in the national org'anizalion 
of the party. The voter who wishes to 
do his doty will not continue to sup- 
port a party because of its name or 
tradition.,whon some other party more 
nearly represents, ths ideas which he 
desires to see made effective in the 
government. Neither will he support 
a local ticket which is composed of 
candidates of questionable characters, 
and who he believes will be under an 
influence detrimental to tha interests 
of bis State, county or town, beeause 
it is run under the name of the na- 
tional ticket which he endorses. The 
intelligent aud honest voter will not 
be blinded by mere names into the be- 
lief that a party organized to represent 
in national politics certain principles 
to which he gives assent is consequently 
deserving his support in a local cam- 
paign. In such case, when no existing 
party seema worthy of local support 
be will proceed to associate with those 
holding views similar to his owa for 
the organization of a new local party 
independent of any national organiza- 
tion. 


The writer was led into this train of 


thought by reading a discourse re- 
cently delivered by the newly elected 
Mayor of Chicago, who embodied in 
his remarks substantially the ideas 
that are given above, and which are 
particularly applicable to the politics 
of Nevada. The JOUBXAL has upou

control of the party which will be the 
dominant one in the State next fall, BO 
far as its national ticket is concerned.

"The first time I ran awa"y 


fiorne I learned A trick or two fimfftas 
worth the while," said a weft known 
business man.

The veteran 
member of the nomadic fraternity 
wrung its neck, jerked off its head, 
cleaned it and going down to the creek 
wadded it up, feathers, feet and all, in 
a big ball of yellow clay. This he rolled 
into the fire and scraped the burning 
embers up around it. The clay soon 
hardened, and we could see it among 
the wood coals gradually becoming a 
bright cherry red. When it did so, the 
cook rolled it out again, let it cool a 
ittle and then broke it open with a 
stone. The feathers had stuck to the 
baked clay and a clean, inviting chick- 
en was ready to be served. All the 
moisture that in ordinary baking is lost 
had been kept in by the bricklike in- 
closure, and the morsel that fell to my 
lot was the juiciest and sweetest I have 
ever eaten."— Cincinnati Enquirer.
